Mock prom disaster staged at 
Bracken County High School 



On Friday afternoon, May 4th, every parents nightmare played out on the football field 
at Bracken County High School. In an effort to stress the importance of good decisions, a 
mock prom disaster was staged by local police, fire, and EMS. When students arrived to the 
football stadium, they saw two vehicles covered by blue tarps. As time went on, the scene 
began to play out as Bracken County Dispatcher Amy Thornton announced over a loud 
speaker there was a two vehicle accident at the school and for Bracken County Sheriff’s 
Department to respond. Students saw Deputy Riley arrive with lights and sirens blaring as 
well as ambulances, and eventually Brooksville and Augusta Fire Departments. 

Students were given a glimpse of a accident where teenagers they knew were trapped 
and injured. Each officer, EMS worker and fireman worked diligently to portray a scene 
that some know all too well and one that all pray they will not see anytime soon. As time 
went on, the jaws of life were brought out and used to show how someone who is trapped 
can be removed from a vehicle. EMS workers donned rubber gloves and brought back 
boards, neck braces, and sheets as they attended to four of the five teenagers involved in 
the accident. As firemen and EMS moved around the scene doing their respective jobs, a 
distraught mother, portrayed by Michelle Houston arrived on the scene and was ushered 
from area to area by Sheriff Niemeier and different firemen, to prevent her from seeing her 
child as EMS and firemen worked to free her from the vehicle. At the same time, Deputy 
Riley removed the drunk teenager responsible for the accident, portrayed by Darren 
Weissman, from the vehicle and led him to a nearby cruiser in handcuffs. 

The severity of the scene was realized as the call went out for Coroner John Parker 
to respond to the scene. Each person involved in the mock disaster worked as though the 
childrens lives depended on it. Sadly too many accidents as the one portrayed that day 
end up with the loss of life. After the scene was finished, Mike Adams Chief of Police in 
Morehead asked each person present to think of two people they loved. He then went on to 
tell of how his own life was impacted by the bad decision of a drunk driver that resulted in 
the death of his mother.

Augusta, situated on the 
Kentucky bank of the Ohio 
River at Baude’s Ferry, his¬ 
toric crossing into the fertile 
region of the Little Miami 
Valley, celebrates her 150 th an¬ 
niversary this month. Cincin¬ 
nati, her sister-city and older 
by but nine years, salutes her 
neighbor because she is one of 
Kentucky’s most historic pio¬ 
neer settlements and has been 
closely associated with us in 
all these years. 

Augusta will hold its ses- 
quicentennial next Friday and 
Saturday. 

Although the little town, 
so beautifully located that it re¬ 
ceived especial attention from 
every traveler, really never 
grew into the great city its 
founder, Capt. Philip Buckner, 
had planned, Augusta is noted 
for some astonishing “firsts” 
and her sons have achieved 
world fame. 

In 1797 Captain Buckner 
led a group of his neighbors 
in Virginia, their families and 
slaves to this spot on the Ohio 
to found a new home. The lo¬ 
cation had already been held in 
honor by that early mysterious 
people we call Moundbuilders.

of that civilization which had 
built Ft. Ancient on the Little 
Miami River. 

Captain Buckner like the 
broad sweep of the Ohio. The 
high ridge, rather close to the 
river, was level enough for a 
flourishing city and he specu¬ 
lated upon the potentialities 
of the fertile bottomland. He 
wanted a rival to Maysville and 
arranged for 600 acres that he 
gave to be set up for the town, 
which he named Augusta. 
Mindful of the cultural aristoc¬ 
racy of Virginia, he set aside 
a portion of the land for edu¬ 
cational purposes and formed 
the Augusta Educational Asso¬ 
ciation which flowered into the 
Bracken Academy and became 
a college noted far beyond his 
dreams because it was the first 
in Kentucky for higher classi¬ 
cal and scientific learning and 
later reached world fame. 

Buckner built his stately 
home of brick under the great 
elms that overlook the Ohio. 
His garden took on the love¬ 
liness of Old Virginia. His 
neighbors chose sites along 
this eminence and their gar¬ 
dens spread out on either side, 
while orchards and vineyards 
were set out on the hills back 
of town. 

The Catletts, the Brad¬ 
fords, the Marshalls, the Har¬ 
lans, the Pattisons, the Baudes 
all lived here and were closely 
knit with the young United 
States in those strenuous days.

Conservation District will be 
accepting requests for cost 
share funding under the Ken¬ 
tucky Soil Erosion and Wa¬ 
ter Quality Cost Share and 
Environmental Stewardship 
Program beginning May 14, 
2012 and extending through 
June 15,2012. 

The Kentucky Soil Ero¬ 
sion and Water Quality Cost 
Share Program along with 
the Environmental Steward¬ 
ship Program are created to 
help agricultural operations 
protect the soil and water re¬ 
sources of Kentucky. These 
programs were established 
by the Kentucky General 
Assembly in the 1994 and 
2000 and over the 17 years 
of these programs approxi¬ 
mately $ 120 million has been 
approved to plan, design and 
install much needed best 
management practices on 
approximately 14,200 farms 
to protect soil resources and 
water quality. 

These annual cost share 
funds are administered by 
conservation districts with 
priority given to animal waste 
related problems and agri¬ 
cultural district participants 
where pollution problems 
have been identified. Initial 
funding for the program will 
be provided by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
and now also utilizes the 
Tobacco Master Settlement 
Agreement Funds.

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Kentucky Farm Bureau Measures Candidates 
For State’s Fourth Congressional District 


Candidates in Kentucky’s 
Fourth Congressional District 
participated in a Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) “Measure 
the Candidates” meeting on 
Wednesday night at the Boone 
County Extension Office. 

The event gave county 
Farm Bureau leaders from 
that district an opportunity to 
leam the candidates’ positions 
on some of the organization’s 
most pressing national issues. 
Six of the nine candidates par¬ 
ticipated. Following opening 
remarks, each candidate re¬ 
sponded to questions relative 
to KFB’s policy on the federal 
farm bill, environmental regu¬ 
lations for agriculture, taxes 
and farm labor. The forum 
concluded with closing state¬ 
ments from the participants, 
Republicans Marc Carey, 
Thomas Massie, Gary Moore, 
Walter Schumm and Alecia 
Webb-Edgington, plus Demo¬ 
crat Bill Adkins. 

Following are capsules 
from their statements: 

Bill Adkins: Adkins, an 
attorney in Williamstown, said 
he was pursuing the office be¬ 
cause “I believe we have great 
problems and need to turn this 
nation around.” He pointed 
to a “terrible” economy and 
vowed to take a “positive ap¬ 
proach” to addressing issues. 

On the KFB issues, Adkins 
said he supports modifying the 
estate tax structure to remove 
implications for farms, favors 
major reforms to the farm la¬ 
bor programs to streamline 
the process for farmers and 
agrees that the federal farm 
program should include some 
form of economic safety net. 
He vowed to strongly support 
conservation programs and to 
reduce government regula¬ 
tions on farms and other busi¬ 


nesses. Eliminating the federal 
debt would a top priority, he 
said. “We can restore a great 
economy and do it in a real 
world sense,” he said in his 
closing remarks. 

Marc Carey: The Er- 
langer attorney was quick to 
point out that he has lived on 
a farm in Owen County for 25 
years and was familiar with 
Farm Bureau and its policy 
positions. “I want to take my 
practical experience to Wash¬ 
ington,” he said. “We need 
common sense there.” 

The economy would be 
a top priority, he said. Speak¬ 
ing on tax issues, he said he 
favored repealing the estate 
tax and removing agriculture 
from capital gains taxes. In re¬ 
gard to environmental regula¬ 
tion, Adkins said “I’m in favor 
of getting the federal govern¬ 
ment off of our farms.” He 
noted that years ago he orga¬ 
nized a public protest against 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration’s proposal to regulate 
tobacco farms. 

In closing, Carey said: 
“I’m running for Congress be¬ 
cause who you know counts 
a lot - and I know you. I was 
bom and raised here. I’m really 
one of you. I want to represent 
the best of what you are.” 

Alecia Webb-Edging- 
ton: The state representative 
from Fort Wright (63rd Dis¬ 
trict) quickly stated “I’m not a 
career politician” and noted a 
background as a state trooper 
and the Homeland Security 
Director for Kentucky. She 
informed the audience of de¬ 
grees from Western Kentucky 
University and Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky University. 

“We need effective rep¬ 
resentation for conservative 
principles,” she said in her

opening remarks. “We need 
leaders who are principled. I 
will make the hard decisions 
to balance our budget and 
eliminate our debt.” 

On the farm issues, she 
blasted the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s stance on regulating 
both coal and agriculture. With 
tax policy she said “I’ve never 
voted for a tax increase.” She 
expressed support for repeal¬ 
ing the estate tax, preserving 
the so-called Bush tax cuts and 
stepping up the basis on capi¬ 
tal gains. She voiced strong 
support for the crop insurance 
program, saying “food is a na¬ 
tional security issue. We need 
to protect the supply.” 

Rep. Webb-Edgington 
also vowed to pursue tougher 
immigration law enforcement. 

In closing, she drew 
laughter by saying “my expe¬ 
rience as a state trooper shows 
that I won’t be intimidated by 
those people in Washington.” 

Thomas Massie: The 
Lewis County Judge-Execu¬ 
tive promised to be a strong 
advocate for farmers, noting 
that he lives on a cattle farm 
that has been in his wife’s fam¬ 
ily for generations. He lam¬ 
basted the Obama administra¬ 
tion, saying “we’re overtaxed, 
overregulated and over-subsi¬ 
dized. We discourage business 
growth.” 

He said he would work 
to roll back government regu¬ 
lations on businesses and to 
repeal estate taxes. He said 
he favored a flat tax. With the 
farm bill, Massie said budget 
cuts are necessary “but we 
need to protect small farmers.” 
He said farm program pay¬ 
ments to large farms should be 
eliminated. 

In closing, Massie said 
“the national debt is the big¬ 
gest issue facing our coun¬ 
try. I’m running to undo the 
damage made by politicians. 
The debt has to stop. We need 
a common sense approach 
taken from working in the 
real world. We need problem 
solvers and innovators; people 
who put the country above 
their re-election.” 

Gary Moore: The Boone 
County Judge-Executive fre¬ 


quently mentioned his up¬ 
bringing on a Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty farm and family ties to Farm 
Bureau. He told the audience 
that during his term as Judge- 
Executive, Boone County has 
seen tremendous growth in 
population and its economy 
but that “we’ve been fair and 
balanced in protecting agricul¬ 
ture” from urban sprawl. 

Moore said that if elected, 
he would seek an appoint¬ 
ment to the House Agriculture 
Committee because “Ken¬ 
tucky needs representation 
for agriculture.” He criticized 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s attempt to broad¬ 
en regulations on farms. “It 
amazes me to think that the 
EPA would think that farms 
aren’t interested in preserv¬ 
ing the environment,” he said. 
“Congress needs to hold their 
(EPA) feet to the fire.” 

He voiced support for kill¬ 
ing the estate tax and preserv¬ 
ing the Bush tax cuts. He ad¬ 
vocated a flat tax, a balanced 
budget amendment, major re¬ 
forms to the H-2A farm labor 
program, tougher immigration 
laws and repealing Obam- 
acare. 

Walt Schumm: The 

Oldham County businessman 
and farm owner opened by 
saying “I don’t have integral 
knowledge about farming but 
I understand the issues you 
face.” He said he would turn 
to Farm Bureau for direction 
on handling agriculture issues. 
He said he was running for 
Congress because of a strong 
belief that “we should hand 
our young people the slate we 
were given.” 

Schumm said he opposes 
the estate tax, supports the 
Bush tax cuts plus a 10 percent 
cap on capital gains taxes. He 
said Congress should re-au- 
thorize the farm bill to retain 
income support provisions be¬ 
cause “crop insurance hasn’t 
worked well.” He vowed to 
defend farmers in the regula¬ 
tory arena. 

He closed by stating “I’m 
for tax reforms and getting the 
government out of our way 
with their regulations and 
taxes.”
